Czar Rejects the Manifesto. 

This manifesto, which was admirably 
worded, was about to be presented to his 
majesty for his signature, after which its 
promuigation’ would have followed imme- 
diately, when Court Minister Baron Fred- 
ericks appeared and made a statement to 
the effect that the reception by the emperor 
of the deputation of workmen at Tsarskoe 
Selo and his gracious address to them would 
Secure all the desirable effects aimed at by 
the manifesto, while eliminating many of its 
disadvantages. The unpleasant, unproven 
necessity would then be obviated of prolong- 
ing public excitement by en inquiry and by 
punishing zealous men for doing what they 
reasonably believed to be their duty. As for 
relieving the sufferers, the czar himeelf 
would give 50,000 rubles for the purpose. 
His majesty had for these reasons ordered 
him, Baron Fredericks, to thank the framers 
of-the manifesto in his name for their well 
meant advice and zealous work, and to in- 
form them that he 
festo superfluous. —

6,000. Resérvists Mutiny. - 

Six thousand reservists have mutinied at 
Peterhof, according to reports.

LONDON, Feb. 6,3 a. m.—Berlin dispatches 
to the Daily Standard assert that Germany 
will demand an explanation unless Foreign 
Minister Lansdowne promptly repudiates the 
anti-German speech made at Eastleigh on 
Feb. 2 by Arthur H. Lee, civil lord of the 
admiralty. 

As.a result.of the storm of indignation in 
Germany the government organs in London 
this morning endeavor to editorialize away. 
the effects of Lee’s speech. 

Mr. Lee himself declares that he was in- 
correctly reported and gives what he says is 
a correct version. 

In his speech at Eastleigh, Hampshire, on 
Feb. 2, Mr. Lee was quoted as having said 
that in the recent distribution of Great Brit- 
ain’s naval forces England had had not so 
much to keep her eyes on France and the 
Mediterranean, but to look with anxiety to- 
wards the North sea; that the fleets had been 
so distributed as to enable them to deal with 
any danger in that direction, should it occur. 

Under ‘existing conditions, he said, the 
British navy would get its blow in first, and 
‘he maintained that “ by the recent naval re- 
forms Great Britain’s strength as a naval

On 
Dec. 14 the federal grand jury in Cleveland 
returned five indictments against Beckwith 
on the charge of violating the national bank- 
ing laws in connection with the loans made 
to Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick by the Citizens’ 
National bank of Oberlin, of whieh he was 
the president. 

From the day of his arrest’ Beckwith’ 
health failed rapidly, as a result of worry 
over his troubles. He frequently declared in 
his illness that he wanted to die. :

Essentially One Community. 
One of the first things which became evi- 
dent to members of congress who studied the 
situation was that Oklahoma, and Indian 
territory, as they are today, are essentially 
ohe community. As the tide of western im- 
migration flowed over and around the lands 
reserved for the Indians one piece after an- 
other was cut off by treaty or otherwise un- 
til finally there was formed the territory of 
Oklahoma, which, ae Senator’ Beveridge de- 
elared, was, in matter of its boundaries, , 
scientific, accidental, and grotesque. 
Further investigation showed that aside 
from all questions of mere geography neither 
territory was iteelf fitted for statehood, be- 
cause each possessed qualifications which 
the other lacked. Oklahoma is agricultural 
and destined to supply great commerce from 
the wealth of ite splendid farm land. It has, 
however, neither coal, minérals, building 
stone, nor timber in any considerable quan- 
tity. and yet Indian territory has all of these. 
For a long time union of sentiment prac- 
tically destroyed geographical bourdaries. 
Churches, railroads, boardsof trade, fraternal 
societies, and similar organizations have all 
recognized this unity of composite territory, 
and thus the state of Oklahoma will enter the 
union with what Secretary Hay would calla 
distinct “‘admimistrative entity " of ite own. 
Arizona and New Mexico Must Wait. 
By determining to unfte Oklahoma and In- 
Gian territory, making one homogeneous, 
prosperous, productive state, with asplendid 
present and a brilliant future, congress is 
today setting a pace which apparently for- 
bids the introduction as a separate state of 
either Arizona or New Mexico. There is some 
doubt whether a majority of the senate will 
vete to combine them into one state at the 
present time, but there is no doubt that they 
cannot be admitted as separate common- 
wealths.

Palatable Paddings— 
Por boiled puddings a regular pudding 
’ boiler, holding from three pints to twe quarts, 
is best, a tin pail with a tight fitting cover 
anewering instead, though not.so well. For 
large dumplings a thick pudding cloth, the 
best being of Canton flannel, used with the 
nap outside, should be dipped in hot. water 
and wrung out, dredged evenly and thickly 
with flour, and laid over a large bowl. From 
half to three-quarters of a yard square is a 
good size. In filling this pile the fruit or 
iberries on the rolled out crust, which has 
been laid in the middle of the cloth, and 
gather the edges of the paste evenly over it. 
| Phen gather the cloth up, leaving room for 
the dumpling to swell, and tying tightly. 
In turning out lift to a dish, press all the 
water from the ends of the cloth, untie, and 
turn away from the pudding, and lay a hot 
dish upon it, turning over the pudding into 
it, and serving at once, as it darkens or falls 
by standing.

allspice. Mix milk, molasses, salt, and spice; 
add flour, and then the fruit. Put in a but- 
tered mold and boil three hours. Eat with 
hard or liquid sauce. One cup each of prunes 
and dates or figs may be substituted for. the 
fruit and is nicet or the same amouat of 
dried apples, measured after soaking and 
chopping, is also good. 

BREAD AND BUTTER PUDDING.—Fila 
pudding dish two-thirds full with extremely 
thin slices of bread and butter. One cup 
ried cherries may be sprinkled 
between theslices. Make a custard with two 
eges beaten with one cup sugar; add one 
quart milk and pour over the bread. : Cover 
with a plate and set on the back of the stove 
one hour.
